DEMOCRATS FIGHT 
TAX INCREASE ON 
‘LITTLE FELLOW’ 


Washington, November 20.—Demo­ 
crats served notice today they would 
oppose any attem pt to increase taxes 
on the "little fellow”. 
This was their answer to Secretary 
of Treasury Mellon's proposals 
for 
increased normal taxes, lowering of 
exemptions to make more persons pay 
taxes, and a "selective” sales tax on 
such "semi-luxuries” as 
automobiles 
and radios. Mellon wants to raise a 
billion dollars to balance the budget. 
The Mellon program, which also in­ 
cludes some increases in surtax rates 
on large incomes, has been endorsed 
by several senate administration lead­ 
ers. 
Representative Collier, Mississippi, 
Democrat, who may be chairman of 
the House Ways and Means Commit­ 
tee, made it plain that he would fight 
any program which increased taxes on 
the small taxpayer. 
He said the larger incomes should 
bear the brunt of the increase. But 
he was very careful to emphasise that 
they do not intend to put an undue 
burden upon wealth, business or 
in 
dustry.

is drafted 
along lines of the 1924 revenue act, 
which if followed would provide nor­ 
mal rates of 2 per cent on the first 
$4000 taxable income, 4 per cent on 
the next $4000, and 6 per cent above 
that.
